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Get measles 
jab for kids, 
say experts 
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PUBLIC health chiefs are urging 
parents to get their children 
immunised against measles. 

Cases have been reported in south-east 
London, and although the number of 
cases is not on the same level as Swansea 
in Wales, it’s a timely reminder that all 
children should be fully immunised. 

The royal borough is now responsible for 
public health locally and health experts 
stressed that measles is highly infectious 
and should not be regarded as a ‘harmless’ 
childhood disease. They say it’s often 
thought of as a disease from the past, but 
warn it can lead to death in severe cases, 
including for older children and adults. 

The public health department issued the 
following advice: 

• Parents should make sure that their 
children are fully protected against 
measles, mumps and rubella with two 
doses of the MMR vaccine. 

• The first dose should be given at 12 
months old and the second dose can be 
given three months later. 

• It is never too late for your child to have 
the MMR immunisation if they have not 
had both (or any) vaccinations. 

Cllr John Fahy, the royal borough’s 
cabinet member for health, adults and older 
people, said: “Parents of unvaccinated 
or incompletely vaccinated children, 
including teenagers, who may have missed 
MMR vaccination are recommended to 
contact their GP for vaccination. If you 
are unsure whether your child has had two 
doses of the vaccine, speak to your GP who 
will have a record.”

Retired baker Colin and former Co-op cashier 
Jean spent 35 years in their former council house 
in Grenada Road, Charlton. But after their three 
children grew up and moved out they no longer 
needed their extra bedrooms. So they jumped 
at a royal borough scheme to free-up houses 
for larger families by enabling over-60s tenants 
to move into smaller, 
modern homes. 

Thecouple say they are 
thrilled with their two- 
bedroom bungalow 
in New Eltham. 

Seven have been 
built by developers 
Lakehouse, and 
they come fitted with 
carpets and kitchen 
appliances. 

Jean said: 'The first 
time I walked in I just 
couldn't speak - we 
really didn't expect 
it would be anything 
like this. Everything 
has been specially 
designed with elderly 
people in mind - there's 
a low bath and all the 
wall switches are higher 
up and can be reachet 


without having to bend down. 

"Everyone is so friendly, including 
neighbours who have lived here all their lives. 
I've got back trouble, and had to go up and 
downstairs on my hands and knees in our old 
house, so it's lovely to have a bungalow." 

Colin added: "The council helped us move in. 
They supplied all the boxes, which we packed, 
and they were then collected and delivered by 
van to our new home. It's fully carpeted, we've 
got a cooker, a fridge and a washing machine, 
and even a garden shed. I'd say to anyone 
else offered a new home in the 
scheme - just take it." 

The bungalows are the first 
in new council plans to make 
more efficient use of its housing 
stock. Cllr Steve Offord, the 
royal borough's cabinet 
member for housing, 
said: "We have plans 
to develop more 
sites like this to meet 
the growing need 
for housing in the 
borough.

Footy team finds new pathway 


PLAYERS at a football club that 
offers ideas for a more positive future 
are lined up to represent Nigeria in 
a prestigious soccer tournament in 
June. 

Trials are being held at Meridian Sports 
and Social Club in Charlton to find players 
for the Nigeria Team UK, ahead of the 
African National Cup UK competition. 

Head coach at Meridian, David Doherty 
is also in charge of picking the Nigeria 
squad. He’s expecting up to 200 players 
from across the country for the try-outs 
as including 12 from the Charlton 
club who are eligible. 

His Nigerian team are the 
holders of the African 
Nations Cup UK 
beating Algeria 4-2

“We’re having

May 5, and the bank 
holiday Monday, May 
6, both at Charlton 
Park, the first at 3pm and 
the second from 9am,” said 
David. 

“Some players will be those who haven’t 
made it as young professionals so they’ll 
be looking to impress scouts from various 
clubs who will watch the games,” the 
coach said. 

David is also chief executive of Pathway 
Sports, a non-profit organisation he 
started last year to get young people 
away from anti-social behaviour and into 
sport. 

“Pathway is all about giving young

people new chances in all areas of life, 
including education,” he said. 

“It was a revelation for me to give 
something back to the community 
and encourage young players to find 
themselves through sport, either to 
become a top player or make it as a coach 
or even a referee. 

“We’ve had lots of problems since last 
June but now the squad is getting bigger 
and better. 

‘We have a team in the South 
London Alliance and, after 
speaking to the London 
FA, we’re looking to start 
a younger team in the 
Selkent league next 
season.” 

The club has as 
many as 60 young 
people on the 
books and those 
not at school or 
college can train 
three times a week 
at lunchtime at the 
ground on Charlton 
Park Lane. 

Getting the players to 
games is a big practical 
problem for David, who 
is looking for sponsors or 
funding for a minibus. Winning 
the African Nations Cup UK would be a 
big boost to the club’s profile. 

Meridian Sports regular, Mustapha, 
aged 20, is a midfielder who wants to 
make it professionally and is determined 
to be in the Nigeria team in June. 

He said: “I don’t mind where I play as 
long as I’m playing, and I’m hoping to 
impress in the African Nations Cup UK.”

"What's pleasing for me is that our clubs 
reflect the whole of the local community 
that comes here for sports and social 
activities. It's becoming a fully-fledge hub 
for the Charlton area. Too often the different 
communities become isolated but here they 
come together and socialise under one roof, 
and we're all very proud of that."

THE London Marathon marked 
the beginning of a new race to 
raise funds for local athletes 
hoping to make it to the Rio 
Olympics in 2016 . 

The Greenwich Starting Blocks 
charity held a breakfast on board 
the Cutty Sark to launch the drive, 
attended by Zoe Smith, the Abbey 
Wood weightlifter who was supported 
by the trust in reaching the London 
Olympics last summer. 

Gemma Gibbons - the Charlton judo 
star who won a silver medal at the 
2012 Games - was another success 
story, along with Andy Barrow who 
made it into the wheelchair rugby 
team at the Paralympics. 

Gemma and Zoe will both be hoping 
to make the cut for the second time, 
and upcoming athletes tipped for 
Rio in three years include Jonathan 
‘JJ’ Webb, the 16-year-old fencing ace 
from New Eltham who has risen to 
British No.l and sixth in Europe in 
his age group. 

Two sisters from Eltham are also 
in the running for 2016. Fourteen- 
year-old gymnast, Ellis O’Reilly is 
currently ranked No.2 nationally in 
her class, and her big sis, Jenna, 17, is 
a boxer. 

Jenna represented Great Britain 
in the Junior European Boxing 
Championships in 2012 and is current 
national and school girls champion. 

Meanwhile, teams of royal borough 
street cleaners tidied up the hundreds 
of thousands of plastic bottles 
and other debris left along the 
marathon route, (pictured right). 
The first seven miles of the 
race take place in the borough, 
starting in Greenwich Park 
and Blackheath before taking 
in Charlton, Woolwich and the 
Cutty Sark.

SECOND Floor Studios 
and Arts founder 
Matthew Wood 

personifies all that is 
great about the British 
art scene - he’s enthusiastic, inclusive, 
and above all, he’s got vision. 

He started the not-for-profit company 
on Greenwich High Road in 1997, 
letting 15 rooms to local creatives. 
Now it’s the biggest studio provider 
in the UK, with 250 artists’ spaces on 
Woolwich Dockyard. 

“We are a social enterprise and 
here to champion non-commercial 
artists from every discipline - 
painters, print-makers, sculptors, 
cabinet-makers and jewellery makers 
by giving them an affordable place to 
work in,” Matthew told Scene. 

With studio spaces disappearing 
from London and the UK, Matthew 
says Second Floor provides a home for 
a group of people who bring real value 
- both commercial and cultural - to 
the areas they inhabit. 

“In London we are losing space faster 
than it’s being delivered for arts and 
crafts people. Artists naturally move 
into the cheaper districts because it’s 
all they can afford. Then they act as 
catalysts for those areas - they make 
them safe, they make them viable 
they give them the vibrancy that 



No rich pickings for Hall 


IT was the best of stand-up, it was the worst 
of stand-up. It was an evening of sharp 
humour, it was an evening of cheap jokes. 
It was an opening of great promise and a 
second half of despair. It was Rich Hall at a 
sell-out Blackheath Halls. 

It started off brightly. "Comics play 
the Halls twice, once on the way 
u p and once on the way down/ 
he wryly observed. "Thanks 
for having me back" 

He's clearly a natural, 
at ease with himself, 
his affinity with the 
audience, immediate. 

He began as a stand-up 
at the top of his game, 
with signature deadpan 
delivery. American born, 
he still lives in Montana and 
cultural differences form the 
heart of his act. From politics 
- "We had Mitt and Newt and 
you have two regional managers from 
Toni and Guy" - and religion, to gun laws and 
shopping ("why do the Brits put shoe repairs 
and keys cut together"), no subject is safe 
from his barbs. 

A particular favourite was the equine food 
scandal. "It's a sad state of affairs when you 
can't take your children for a nourishing meal 


at Ikea," he quipped. In search of material he 
turned to his audience, the front row obliging. 
Two lawyers, a student, a transport contract 
manager and a couple, perennially engaged. 
"No pressure," he said to the couple's male 
half, "but why don't you propose to this 
beautiful girl?" (To Hall's obvious and 
utter astonishment, he actually 
did in the second half. We went 
into the break with one of 
Hall's trademark ballads, 
his wry observations on 
England. From tattooed 
Liverpudlians and 

under-dressed Geordies, 
no city escaped his 
attention. 

He should have stopped 
there but sadly he didn't 
and from there on it went 
downhill fast. One-liners 
aside - "only the British would 
buy insurance from a meerkat" - his 
material was weak and in desperation, he 
turned back to the audience. But the marriage 
proposal aside - she said yes by the way - the 
audience had run dry and he sought refuge 
once again in his ballads. This talented man 
has more to offer than this and we all went 
back home disappointed. 5/10

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developers like, but then the developers 
move in, and artists can no longer afford 
the rents.” 

There’s a chance for the public to get an 
artist’s eye view of what goes on at the 
sprawling site on Harrington Way, with 
the Open Studios weekend, which takes 
place from May 17. 

“It’s an engagement project for us,” the 
41-year-old said. “It allows the public 
to come and see crafts people in their 
private work space, it also allows our 
members the chance to talk about and 
sell their work.” 

It’s a free event which runs twice a 
year. This time there’s an exhibition 



of furniture, with 40 
pieces from Second 
Floor’s residents. 

Cabinet-maker 
Seb Cox, 26, said: 

“It’s got great 
facilities here, when 
we moved here from 
Lincoln it was exactly 
what we needed.” 

Studio pal and fellow 
wood-worker Liam Treanor, 25, 
added: “London was where we 
needed to be to get our business 
off the ground, and this place is 
perfect.” 


Second Floor comprises five old factory 
buildings, and is also home to a gallery. 
The spaces are all full now, and 
the next phase of the project - 
building 150 more spaces - is 
about to begin. 

And the studios cater 
for a surprisingly 
large number of 
local artists. 

“We did a survey, 
and discovered that 
68 per cent of our 
members live in the 
borough,” Matthew said. 
“We also have artists from all 


over London and Kent and Essex. I think 
they come here because of the spec of 
the build. 

“People here are using this space for 
intellectual, philosophical, cultural and 
personal endeavours - it’s very broad.” 

The studio is doing a take on the Royal 
College of Art’s ‘Secret Postcard’ sale, 
where punters pay £20 to buy a postcard 
by artists unknown, which is also being 
launched at the Open Studios weekend. 

Open Studios is on at SFSA, 
Harrington Way, from May 1 7-19.

How the lettings policy works 

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Royal Borough of Greenwich’s policy for letting 
homes. Your band information is on the letter that the 
Council sent you when you registered, or when your 
circumstances changed. Property adverts say which band 
can apply and any other criteria. When all the bids are 
received, the property is then offered to: For properties 
advertised for band A and band B - the applicant who has 
had this priority status for the longest time. For properties 
advertised for band C applicants - the applicant who has 
been registered on the Council’s list for the longest time. 


BAND 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
must prioritise according to the law, particularly 
homeless people, and others with an urgent need 
to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, 

including those that are in priority bands A and B. 


How do I apply? 


Get on the list 

First, you’ve got to be on the housing waiting list to join the scheme. 
If you’re not, register an application on line at 

www.royalgreenwich.gov.uk 


Find your applicant number 

It will be on the letter you’ve already had from the Royal Borough 
of Greenwich about the new scheme. You’ll need that number and 
the reference number of the property you’re after, which will be on 
the advert.

Click on your preference on the website. If you don’t have a computer, you 
can always use one for free at either The Eltham or Woolwich Centre or 
a local library.
